As tlie rojH- is llic cliicf of llif Catlio- 
lic Clniroli, llie siiprciiif Jirliitir of Iht 
rights, it is fitting that the in\ cstiliirc of 
his dignity should correspoml to the tua- 
jetty of his rank and the BubHraitjr of 
bis functional 

The Pontifical rejtalia consiaU of the 
Kol'l nnd silver keys, the triple crown 
and the tiiple cross. It is as splendiil 
Unit of till' most ;ni^;iist soven-if;" i" 
tlie iiiiiviTsi.'. Mis rioliiiess ifcrivcs the 
triple crown and tlie triiiU- iross in the 
lianilica of St. I'eter, the kevs at his eii- 
thronizatioii as Hishop of Rome at St. 
John Lateran, the Mother and Mistress 
of All Churches in the City and the 
Worid. 

If the Tope he only a deacon at the 
time of liis rli-. lioii, the Canlinal Dean, 
the I.onl Louis (tre^;1i:i di Santo Slefano, 
Bishop of Ostia and \'elletii, will give 
him priest's orders and consecrate him 
bishop in the Sistiiie Chapel, obaerving 
the canonical intervals. 

On the day of his coronation the Pope 
Koea in procession to the Sistine Chapel, 
attended by the Secret Chamberlains, the 
Chamberlains of Honor, the (■lia])laiiis. 
the Ambassadors ot the powers, the Cen- 
eral of the Church, the Sacre<l College 
and the Hereditary Triiices assistant at 
the Papal throne, Colonna and Orsiiii. 
Hia Holiness is in white save the red 
satin mocetta, hood and ahoes. 

At the chapel door the Cardinal Dea- 
cons give him the Pontifical ornaments. 
The firs' Master of Ceremonies girds the 
falila of taffetas nnder his rochet and 
puts a red satin herrel.i on liis head. So 
the Tope enter* the cha})el.

'I'lie first Cardinal De.Knii i.iisi-, the 
led beretta, the seidndC.trdm.il I leaioii 
fits him with one of the white l.ilTelas. 
The red mozetta is remove<l ami his llol - 
iness indued with amice, ulb, girdle, stole 
and a pluviale of red and gold. The 
firat Cardinal Deacon puts upon \f^» bead 
the precious mitre of gold adorned with 
gems. 

.\n npostolii- snh deai'on takes the 
trijUe cross (seven acolytes with .seven 
candelebra go before it ) and a new pro- 
cession forms. This is the order of it: 
The Pope's gentlemen walk in couples, 
followed by the court ofGdala in new 
habiu of ceremony "extra mnraa," the 
Consiiitorial Advocates, the Secret Cham- 
l)erlain», the Referendary Trelates, Bish- 
ops, .\rclil>islioi)s and I'alri irclis. Cliap 
lains bear the tri|)le crown and the mitre 
before the apostolic suh-deacoii and llie 
triple cross. Next in order come Their 
Bminencea Cardinal Deacons, Cardinal 
Prieata and jCardinal Bishops, the con- 
servatora of the Roman people, and the 
Cope on a lofty throne surrounded by the 
Knights' of St. Peter. .\ll these descend 
into the vast Hasilica of St. I'eler. 

In iWe iM)rtieo near the holy door there 
is a sumptuous throne. Koiiinl it are 
atoofa for Cardinals; a balustrade eucloacs 
them. Here the canona and beneficiaries 
of St. I'eter come to kiaa the croaa upon 
the Pontiff's shoe. 

Then His IIoliiuss j;oe< on a^aiii to- 
ward the high altar amid the acdania- 
ti<jns of .1 mullilnde who cry "ICvvivail 
I'apa Re! " (Long live the I'ope KingI) 

At the Gregorian Chapet is another 
throne; and another station is made here 
that the Ambataadora of the Powrera and 
the Hereditary Princca aaaiatant may Uke 
their places, while Cardinals in scarlet 
and I'relati's in imrple do their homage. 
The first kiss the I'onlitl's ring, the 
others the cro.ss upeu the atcde ends nat- 

ing on his knee. 

The Pope imparts his first .\postolic 
benediction. The faithful thank him 
with cries and manifaetationa of loyalty 
and joy. Cardinals, Bishopa and other 
Prelates put on white copes, while canons 
chant appropriate anthems in the choir.

.\n(l now the Holy l- ather washes his 
bands four times. At the first lavation 
water is presented by the Firat Conaerva- 
tor of the Roman People; at the second 

by the General of the Church; at the 
third I'V the .\tiihassador of the .Most 
Chri.stian Kinx; at the fourth by the Am- 
bassador of the I jnperoi. Who i-^ this 
First Conservator of the Roman People 
now? Huml)ert of Savo\ ' Who is the 
Moat Christian King? Charles of Bour- 
bon? Philip of Orleana? Louis or Vic- 
tor Bonaparte? And who ia this Bmpc- 
ror, this Caesar of the Holy Roman 
Kmpirc? William of Hohena»llem? 
Well, why not?) 

The ruddy vesture of the Pontiff is 
changed for white, the symbol of purity. 
With clean bauds and a pure heart he 
goes to God's altar. And as he goes glit- 
tering in gold and silver and rare jewels,

splendor wrought cunningly of lla\. 
.Another Master of Ceremonies sets fiie to 
these, ami as they burn he chants: "He- 
hold, Most Holy I'aiher, how that the 
glory of thia world paaaeth away." 

Un the high altar arc seven great can-, 
dlea lighted, three on each side of the 
cross and one behind. 

The Holy father mikes a short jjraycr 
on a faldstool at the foot. Then rising 
he begins: '1 « ill j^o unto the .iltar of 
God." On his ri^hl is the Canlinal 
Dean as Bishop .Assistant; on his left is; 
the Cardinal Deacon of the Kvangel; be- 1 
bind him are two Cardinal Dcacona 
Assistant. 

When the Pontiff baa finished his con- 
fession the Dean of the Rota brings his 
mitre to the two Cardinal Deacons as- 
sistant who put it on his heail and le.id 
him to the throne, while the three first 
Cardinal I'riests intone the prayers. 

Then his Uolineas descends, bis mitre 
ia borne away, and the firat Cardinal 
Deacon assists the second to invest him 
with the sacred pall, the plenitude of the 
IMjntifical oftice, in honor of the I.ord 
most glorious 
blessed .Apos- 
tles I'eter and Paul, and of the Holy 
Roman Church." The Cardinal Deacon 
of the Rvangel fixes the three purple 
crosses of the pall with three diamond 
clasps. 

His Holiness mounts to the .iltar pall- 
eil, lull without mitre, kisses llie altar 
ami the Hook of the Ivvaugel, puts in- 
cense in the censer andxenses the altar. 
They put on hia mitre, and the first Car- 
dinal Deacon censes him three times. 
Then he aacends the throne. Cardinals 
take off their mitres and adore him. 
The other cleru-y follow in their resj)ect- 
ive ranks and clad in ceremonial habits. 

The Pope takes off his mitre, and go- 
ing to the altar chants the Introit, 
Kyric and the first worda of the "Glorii 
in Kxcelsis Deo," sitting upon the throne 
again until the Angela' hymn ia aung. 

Then the first Cardinal Deacon de- 
scends to the confession of St. Peter 
under the hiy.h altar, ]):is>inj,' throuj^h the 
hundred golden ever-burning lanijjs with 
the Aix)stolic Sub-Deacons, the .Auditors 
of the Rota and the Conaistorial Advo- 
cates in anow-white copes on purple al- 
niuces. Before the shrine oT tbe apostle 
he chants the versicle: 
Cive i; ir, ( ) Christ. 
The rest res|M)nd; 

To our Lord, the Supreme Pontiff of 
the Pope, decreed by (iod. 

This is done three times. Then they 
chant again: 
O Savior of the world. Help Him. 
The LiUny of the Sainta follows, 
chanted by a Latin sub-deacon. On the 
high altar the I'.pistlc is clianteil in 
Latin l>v ,\ bittiii snb-deicun .inil .iflei- 
wanl ill (iieek li\ a Creek sub-deacon. 
The C.radual is sung by the Papal choir. 
One Cardinal Deacon chants the Kvangel 
in Latin; another after him in Greek. 

Tbeii the Holy Father, urith vestments 
unchsnged, ascends Ms lofty throne 
Ixirne on the shoulders of twelve porters 
clad ill scarlet; and to them there come 
the Cardinal Arch-Priest of St. Peter's 
and two canons of the same basilica, of- 
fering a purse of white damask which 
contains twenty-five gold coins. 

Tbe^' aak him to accept thia aa hono- 
rarium for a mass well sun(. He designs 
to take it, and bestows it on the Cardinal 
Deacons who have chanted the Kvangel 
in Latin and in lireek. These in their 
turn give tin money to the boys in Ver- 
million and white laces w ho l)ear the bur- 
den of Their Hminences' train. 

Ilia HoUiness goes in procession on his 
lufty throne to the balcony of benedic- 
tion, accompanied by all hia aplendid 
court and sumnnded by the conservators 
of the Ronlan people. Around his throne 
palefreniers in red beat the perfumed air 
with long fans formed of peacocks' 
tails. 

.\rrive<l at the said balcony the two 
first Cardidal Deacons assiat Hi* Holiness 
to mount a new throne erected in the 
middle of the balcony, and the Papal 
choir chants anthems all the time. 

Then the second Cardinal Deacon takes 
the precious mitre from the Pontiff's 
head and the first Cardinal Deacon 
crowns him wiUi the triple crown, say- 
ing, "Receive this tiara, adornetl with 
three crowns, and know thyself to be the 
father of Princes and of Kings, the ruler 
of the world, and on earth the vicar of 
Jesus Christ, our Savior." 

.Arising crowne<l, he bleases the faith- 
ful in the city and the world, repeating 
three times the ajxxstolic benediction. 

Two Canlinals publish a plenary in- 
dulgence in Latin and Italian. Laatof 
all His Holiness retires into the Pahux 
of the Vatican. At the Sistine Chapel 
Cardinal Deacons divest him of his pon- 
tificial ornaments, and the first Cardinal 
Priest, acting as the spokesman of the 
Sacre»l College, makes him the time- 
honored compliment, "Ad multos 
annos," 

It is well known that no court in the 
world can ahow State pageanta of auch 

magnificence as the court of Rome. 
In the present condition of affairs it is 

more than likely that these pageants 
wilU be shorn ol niiicli of their grare 
and Wauty and llml the obse(|uies of 
Leo. X HI. and the election and corona- 
lion of his succeaaor will be conducted 
with mutilated rites.

Michael Davitt cablea the Iriah World, 
New York, from Dublin as follows:

Councillors elected number ti;i:?. Of these 
'i'Si are Nationalists and 1 10 Tories. 

Coniiaught returns 'J landlords against 
80 Nationalists; Munster 8 I'nionists 
against 133 Nationalists; Leinster gives 
.'() UnionisU against 220 Nationalists; 
while Ulster, the stronghold of Unionism, 
elects no Nationalists against 80 Tories. 

The ovcrw lieltiiiiig nature of the Na- 
tionalist tnuiiiph has produced a pro- 
found ciTcct an the luiglish mind. "Tol- 
eration" treachery is everywhere scouted 
throughout the country. 

The United Irish League won every 
fight in the West. 

A special cable diapatch to the New 
York World states that Viceroy Cadogan 
announced to a deputation of the cor|M)- 
ration of Dublin that he ^ill soon release 
the last Itiree 'Inviiicibles"- l"it/.harris, 
James Mulklt and Patrick Hanlon— 
siill in priaon for complicity in the 
Phoenix Park murden. All three were 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, and 
will have completed sixteen years this 
aummer. 

Kitsbarria was the diiver of the i>ut- 
aile car on which the nu n who com- 
mitted the crime arrivcil and escaped. 
He ia an eccentric character. Kvery 
inducement waa offered him to turn in- 
former when the Crown case was being 
got up, but he scornfully spurned these 
projKisals. James Mullett was one of the 
originators of the conspi|;acy. Hanlon 
was w ith I'.r.idy and the Otben who were 
the actual assassins. ji»i m- *•-*** 

Though the unity conferet»ce tltML , 
Dublin laat week to end diaaensioa in the 
Irish partiea has, if not actually faOad. 
at least hung fire, the attachment of the 
Irish people to home rule remaina un- 
diminished. In the elections for the 
ncwly-estal)lished County Councils just 
held throughout Ireland the Home Rule 
candidates swept Munster, Leinster and 
Counaught, while even in the most Con- 
servative districts of Ulster the National- 
ists obtained notable aucceases. 

In the three Nationaliat provinces the 
Unionist candidates stood in every 
COUnt\ . reckoiiinn on the ap]i,irenlly 
apathetic condition of ]X)litical feeling 
following factionist ilis.sensions to en- 
able them to aecure a larger represen- 
tation if not control of seme of the most 
important new amaty bontda. But, 
except in isolated eases where on fer- 
sonal grounds Unionists were elected 
iinoppose<l, they have been overwhelm- 
ingly ilefe.ited. 

The policy of imiiorting politics into 
these elections was <leiiounced by John 
Redmond and hia friends, who argued 
that toleration Aould be drawn to the 
I'nionists, who ihoul^ be aeoofded a 
fair lepresentation as the beat way of 
starting the new Inxlies on their career. 
Dillon, on the contrary, recoinniende<l 
that no ijiiarler Ik- given to the enemies 
of home rule until home rule is at- 
tained. 

Among the most notable of the de- 
feated Unionists are Lord Castletown, 
Lord Mayo, the Marquia of Ormonde, 
the Bart of Roase and Lord Lang- 
ford, all of whom stooii in their own 
counties. There they have extensive 
projierties, and under the louiity govern- 
ment s\ stem recently aliolislied they vir- 
tually had the nomination of the gov- 
erning bodies. Ivord Fre<lerick Fitzger- 
ald, uncle of the Duke of Leinster, de- 
feated a Nationaliat candidate by a narrow 
majority at |ifaynooth, which is owned 
by tbe Fitzgerald family, and I.,ord Castle- 
ross won a seat in Killarney, where his 
property is situated. The result of Lord 
Dunraven's contest is not yet declared, 
but it is believe<l to lie very close. 

Only (M) per cent, of the full vote was 
polled throivheut Ireland, but the Na- 
tionalist victory is so decisive that the 
London Times confesses: "So fsi ss local 
government is concerned I'nionism has 
been aiinihiliated in Mun.itei and Coii- 
imimtil, almost totally extirpated in Lein- 
ster and li.idly wounded even in l ister.

Judge Regin.ild H. Tlioiii]i^oii, of the 
Police Court, died of intlanimation of 
the brain last Monday. Judge Thomp- 
son waa a native of Virginia, went to 
California in IS'iK, where he publiaHM a 
newapaper for a few years» served through 
the war in a Confederate regiment from 
Arkanaas, and came to Louisville aliout 
18(!4, where he completed his .study of 
law. In 1H>'J he was appointed Police 
Judge to succeed J. Hop Price, ileceased, 
and lu ld the olfice to his death. Though 
an ardent Democrat, Judge Thompson 
was not a partisan, and was re-elected ' 
four timea, even when his party ticket 
waa defeated. As Judge lie made an en- 
viable record and by his juatice, temper- 
ed with mercy, he did much to reform 
and save from criminality many an un- 
fortunate. .\sjiiilge he -.aw the condi- 
tion, jiovi rly, tciiipt ilioii-, mill vicious 
surroundings of the class of {leople who 
make up the slums of a city, and hia no- 
ble and generona heart led bim to fiuther 
investigation and effort to ameliorate 
those conditioiia, rescue from evil asso- 
ciations ,i!'d give opportunity to .i better 
life for those iiiil'ortuiiates. 'J'o llii^ end 
he was prominent in and gave every en- 
coursgement to the various charitable 
organisations and institutions. 

Though childless, it wss in behalf of 
the chihiren— the unfortunate progeny of 
depravefl parenU, hofflelesa waifs, the 
newsboys, bootblacka, regardless of color 
—that his mo.st earnest and persistent 
efforts weie giviii. Il was he who, 
after years of solicitation, induced the 
Legislatuie an. I city to esUbliah' and 
maintain a scliool of reform for colored 
children. He was not successful in hav- 
ing the I^fgislature or city to provide an 
inatitution for homeleaa children, but by 
securing the co-operstion of a few lead- 
ing citizens and arousing the public to 
aid in the unilertakiiig he fouiuletl the 
Newslx>ys' Home, which, though not 
long established and not near what it 
should )>e, has done and is doing much to 
relieve distress, educate and train aright 
into mannerly and useful men a class of 
unfortunates whose fate baa been too 
often, through no fault of theira, a life of 
misery and criminality. The Newaboya' 
Home is his monnment and abool^ bear 
bis name. 

Personally Judge Thomi>sf)n was plain 
and unassuming, ever affable and frank, 
sympathetic and juat in hia dealinga with 
all fellow-men regardleas of condition, 
position or color.' His loss is to tbe en- 
tire community, but will be felt moat by 
those whom he did most for— the poor 
and unfortunate to l>e found in the high- 
waya and byways, and who most of all 
need some friend whose only deaire ia 
their welfare ane whose hope of rewanl 
is uol uf this world,

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IRELAND'S CRI815. 

' Ireland has reached a period 

which will tnvlonbtedly form an- 
other chapter in her history. Never 
were the Irish people more thor- 
oughly aroused and their spirit of 
nationalism more fervent. All or- 
(i^anizations, no matter what their 
special purpose; all parties, irre- 
spective of their policy; all leaders, 
regarfllcss of their particular nicns- 
nres for reilre>s or advance of Irish 
interests, are being pushed by that 
irresistible force, the wiU of the 
people, to recognize that land re- 
forms, tenants' lights, education, 
taxatiou, poor reli'.>f, and all other 
matters to be reformed and griev- 
ances to be redressed, are to be laid 
aside for the present or embodied in 
the one prevailing desire, the ever- 
lasting and unquenchable ambition 
for Irish nationality. The party 
that fails to lieed the voice of the 
Irish people at this time is doomed 
to disintegration, or, if it dares to 
oppose, to be classed among the 
enemies of their country. 

The many evils which the Irish 
peoph .suffer, and the organisations 
and parties formed to seek redress, 
all patriotic .-viid commendable, have 
contributed their p.irt bv organizing 
and instructing the people how to 
contend for justice, and by their 
speeches, writings and agitation 
attracted and forced the govern- 
ments and the people of the world 
to listen to and consider Ireland's 
condition and her rights, if not 
under the laws of nations, at least 
~ of humanity. But these various 
oiganizatioosand Icadttrs, each urg- 
ing different measures, though all 
sincere and just, conflict with each 
other and confuse the question, 
and have been productive of but 
meagre results. Which of these 
measures should have precedence 
and the united support of the Irish 
parties and leaders was the rock on 
which the splendid and effective or- 
ganization of the old Home Rule, 
and later the Paruell party split 
into warring'factions, and did what 
England could not do, rendered 
them iiielTective and powerless fof 
any gooJ to Ireland or her people. 
But neither the Home Rule or Par- 
nell parties, as a result of their con- 
tentions, loss of prestige .and power, 
left any traitors whose parti-sanism 
made them enemies of their coun- 
try as well. They may have retired 
from active participation in Irish 
affairs, or continued to advocate the 
policy they approved, ignoring but 
not opposing other parties or move- 
nients, following their own policies 
and chosen leaders, and the result, 
though it be more organizations, 
policies and leaders than probably 
ever before in Ireland history, is 
not one to encourage her enemies; 
for all those organizations, far from 
being antagonized and thus induced 
to do tile eneinies' work of destroy- 
ing each other, have developed, fos- 
tered and are imbued with a senti- 
ment above all others that will in- 
duce the leaders to bring about 
unity, or, if they refuse, will bring 
unity despite the leaders and par- 
ties. Regardless of everything else 
the Irish people wtat, they are 
unanimous in the desire and anxious 
to begin and push to success the 
cause of nationality — the right to 
govern themselves. 

Thus with high hopes they looked 
to the conference called to meet in 
Dubliu April 4, of representatives 
of all the parties, to endeavor to 
mapout son e policy, plan of organi- 
zation , leadership ^ nd action to at- 
tain this end. The acceptance of 
the proposition by all the leaders 
led to the belief that the desired 
result would be attained. But it 
was not. The Parnellites accepted 



tile proposition on condition that a 
preliminary conference of the lead- 
ers be held to discuss the situation, 
arrive at a better understanding and 

map out some definite line of pro- 
ceedure to present with their in- 
dorsement to the conference. This 
suggestion seems to have been ig- 
nored, and the Parnellites did not 
attend the conference. While their 
absence caused disappointment, it 
did not cause, what Ireland's ene- 
mies expected and hoped for. en- 
mity, denunciation and ignoring of 
the Parnellites by proceedingto the 
work of the conference without 
and in defiance of them. The con- 
ference, though regretting the dila- 
tory action of the Parnellites, did 
not doubt their sincerity nor the 
wisdom of their reque.st for a pre- 
liminary conference of the leaders, 
for, itustead of extending tiiem the 
gloved hand they held out the olive 
branch, and took the fir.st step in 
ignoring party lines and disclaim- 
ing all purpo.se to assume lontroFor 
leadership in the proposed new 
movement or party by adopting 
resolutions presented by John Dil- 
lon and seconded by Michael Davitl, 
" regretting the absence of the bulk 
of the Parnellites, which it was 
pointed out would make reunion 
impossible, favoring the reconstitu- 
tion of the old Parnellite party as it 
existed from 1885 to 1890, and de- 
claring readiness, as an earnest of 
practical exemplification of the 
spirit of the anti- Parnellites, to 
support a Parnellite for first chair- 
man of the party." The confer- 
ence then adjourned, subject to call 
of the chairman and committee. 

This is certainly not as gloomy as 
the press dispatdies from Bnglish 
sources made it appear. The spirit 
of the conference which prompted 
such action cut not, and we be- 
lieve will not, be other than recipro- 
cated by the Parnellites, and will 
lead to conferences among the lead- 
ers, urged on more earnestly now 
than heretofore by their people, that 
must remove all objections of the 
Parnellites or other parties, or cau.se 
them, if they still decline to join in 
the effort for Irish home govern- 
ment, tn be repudiated and aban- 
doned to their fate by the people — 
an alternative tliat we do not expect 
Mr. Redmond and his party to 
either desifC Of bjT thcif actioiMI de- 
serve.

"Nothing can l)c niori- uiilriie." contin- 
ues Lecky, "than to re|)resent the repeal ! 
agitation as a mere afterthought designed 
to auftain his (O'Connell's) flagging jxjp- 
ularity. Nor can it be said that the pro- ' 
ject was first started by him. The deep 
indignation that the union had pmduce<{ | 
iM Ireland was fermenting among all 
ilasscs, anil assuming the fot ni. sonic- 
tiines of a l'"rench jiartv, sonu liines of a 
social war and sometimes of a constitu- 
tional agitation. It would I >e tedious to 
fo'.low into minute detail the difficulties 
and the mistakea that obatructed the 
Catholic movement, and were finally 
overcome by the energy and the tact of 
O'Connell. 

"Several times tlic nidveuient was 
menaced by government proclamations 
and persecutions. Its great difficulty was 
to bring out the public opinion of the 
whole body of the Catholics actively and 
habitually into the qucation. For the flrst 
time, under the inflaence of O'Connell, 
the great swell of really democratic 
movement was fell. The simplest way of 
coiicentralinn Ihr new enthusiasm would 
have been by a system of delegates, but 
thia would have been rendered illegal by 
the convention act. On the other band, 
the right r.f petitioning was one of the 
fiindanu-nlal juiv ileges of the constitu- 
tion. Uy Hv.iiljng liinii*elf Of his ri^ht 
O'Connell conlriviil, with the di-xlerity 
of a practiced lawyer, to violate contin- 
ually the spirit of the cfinvention act 
while keeping within the letter of the 
law. 

The Government issued proclamation 
after proclamation against O'Connell's 

socicly, hul hy continually changing its 
name and its form he generally succeeded 
in evading proseculiDn. These early 
societies, however, all sink into insignifi- 
cance compared with that great Catholic 
asaodatiou which was formed in 1824. 
The avowed objecU of this society were to 
promote religious education, to uccrtain 
the numerical strength of the different 
religions, .itid to answer the charges 
against Catholics einlnMlied in hostile pe- 
titions. It also riH oiMiiKiided ])elilions 
^unconnected with the society) from 
every parish and aggregate meetings in 
every county. The real object was to 
form a gigantic system of organisation, 
ramifying over the entire country, and 
directed in ev.ry parish by the priests, 
fni tht- jmrpose of petitioning and in 
every other way agitating iU favor of 
emancipation. 

"The success of the Catholic associa- 
tion became 'every week more striking. 
The Cat)»Qlic rent (a system of small 
subscriptions collected throughout Ire- 
and to pay the heavy expenses attendant 
ujHMi so great a project 1 rose with ex- 
traordinary rapidity from *l,7.'iO a week 
in Octol)er to a week in I)eteml)er, 

18*24. The meetings in every county 
grew more and more enthusiastic. The 
Government made a feeble and abortive 
effort to arrest the rtorm by threatening 
lioth O'Connell and Richard I<alor Sheil 
with prosecution for certain passages .in 
their sj)eeches. 

"On the accession of the Wellington 
an<l Peel administration the Catholic 
association passed a resolution to the 
' effect that they would oppoae with their 
whole energy any Iriih member who con- 
sente<l to accejrt office under it. An op- 
portunity for carrying the resolution into 
effect soon occurred. Mr. I'it/gerald, the 
member for Clare, accepted the oflice of 
Prerident of the itoard of Trade, and was 
consequently obliged to seek re-election. 
O'Connell entered the lists againM him. 
The excitement at this announcement 
rose at once to fever height. It extended 
over every part of Ireland and penetrated 
every class of society. The whole mass 
of the Catholics prepared to supi>ort him 
and the vast system of organization 
■ which he had frameil elTcctnally in every 
direction. For the first time the land- 
lords found that the voting of their ten- 
ants could not be controlled. Pitsgerald 
wttbdnew from the contest and O'Connell 
was elected. 

"Ireland was now on the verge of revo- 
lution. The whole mass of the j)eople 
had been organised like a regular army 
and taught to act with the most perfect 
unanimity. The British Ministers, feel- 
ing further reaiatance to be hopeless, 
brought in the emancipation bill. Con- 
fessedly because to withhold it would 
he to kindle a rebellion that would ex- 
tend over the length and breadth of the 
land. 

"On March ■>, 1H2H, Sir k.<)M-rl I'cel in- 



troduced the Catholic relief bill in Par- 
liament. The King h.-id given to it a re- 
luctant assent. At the last hour the in- 
trigues of Lord Kldon and the Duke of 
Cumberland had so far influenced his 
weak and disingcniotts mind that he 
withdrew his assent to his Ministers* 
policy on the pretence that he had not 
exi)efted and could not sinction any 
modification of the oath of siipi cm.u y. 
He parted from his Ministers with kisses 
and courtesy, and for a few hours their 
resignation was in his hands. But with 
night his discretion waxed aa his cour- 
age waned, hia Ministers were recalled 
and their measure proceeded. 

"The hill idmitted Catholics to Parlia- 
ment anil to all lay ollices nn<ler the 
Crown except those of Regent, I.oril 
Chancellor, whether of Ivngland or of 
Ireland, ami Lord Lieutenant. It re- 
pealed the oath of abjuration and modi- 
fied the oath of supremacy. It approxi- 
mated the Irish to the English county 
franchise by abolishing the forty-shilling 
freeholder anrl raising the voters' (jnali- 
(ications to J-Vi. All monasteries and 
religious orders were suppressed and 
Catholic bishops were forbidden to as- 
sume titles of sees already held by bish- 
ops of the church of Ireland. The 
bill was passed by the Common* on 
March :'>o by a vote of 350 to 180, and in 
the Lords on April 10 by a vote of 217 to 
11-2. It receivied the royal aaaent on 
April 1:L '

Mr. j^^^^Connor in his publication, 

The Queen's legsl name, were abe by 

some mysterious process to become a 
simple commoner, wouM he 'Mrs. Wet- 
tin," by virtue of her niarri.ige with 
Prince .Mberl of Saxi -L ulnirgC.otha, 
whose name, stripped of territorial and 
other garnisbings, was plain "Albert 
Wettin." 

Wettin is the pstronymie of King Leo- 
pold of Belgium, of King Albert of Sax- 
ony, of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 

of the Duke of Saxe-Cohurg-Cothe, of 
the Duke of Saxe-Weinier a id of the Duke 
of Saxe-Meiiiingeii, as well as of the 
Prince of Wales and his brothers and of 
Prince Charles of Portugal. 

Wettin, who died in 115tf, was a de- 
scendant of one Wittikind, who was a 
contemporary of the great Charlemagne. 
The majority of the reigning princes of 
luirope claim to be descended from Wit- 
tikind, among them being King Chris- 
tian of Denmark, King (Veorge of Greece, 
Peter, Grand Duke of Oldenburg, and 
the Czar of Russia. 

The patronymic of these four rulers is 
Oldenburg, the Emperor of Russia being 
neither a KonianoflF tior yet a Holstein- 
Gottorp, as has been ststetl. 

The Queen, i)rlor lo her marriage, was 
entitled to the patronymic of .\/.on she 
was Miss Azon, in fact. Of the same 
name are the reigning Prince of Leicb- 
tenstein and the Duke of Cumberland, or 
King of Saze-Cobntg<Ootlia, aa he is 
now. 

The founder of the house of .\/.on died 
in the year IKit an<l was Margrave, or 
Miir(|uisi- of lisle. U is for this reason 
that th: royal house of Great liritain has 
sometimes made use of the name <ri£ste, 
notably in the case of the Duke of Sus- 
sex, a younger son of King George III, 
who gave the name of d'Bite, after mar- 
riage, to his morganatic wife.

Anthony N. Hrady iK-gaii life as a bar- 
tender; he is now ninny times a million- 
aire an<l the most interesting figure 
among the great manipulators of gas, 
traction and electric atodu. 

If the place where a man ia bom deter- 
mines Ills nationality, Brady is a I'rench- 
iiiaii. If parentage decides, he is an 
Irisliinan. If the cliaracteristics of ma- 
turity difTerentiate men, be is a Yankee, 
says tlie New York World. 

Scarcely fifty-six years ago in Lille, 
Prance, he waa bom of paretita who were 
refugees from Ireland. In hia infancy 
they removed to a land still more hospit- 
al)le and settled in Troy, N. Y. 

There Hrady went to seliool, fou){lr. 
witli the sturdy sons of the iron niolders 
and enjoyed himself after the Trojan 
manner. His schooling was short. At 
fourteen he faced the problem of earning 
a livelihood. 

lirady at once went to Albany, where 
he >;()t a job in the Delavan House, the 
famous oM hotel that saw so niucli of 
political nianipniatioti in half a century 
and more that its walls could tell strange 
tales if they could but speak. His first 
job was as a bartender. 

Ill a little while he became cashier in 
the hutel barber ahop, having been pro- 
moted from the management of the bar. 

In IHtil. when he had save<l enough 
money, he ojiened a tea store. In a short 
time it wai, the biggest thing in town. 
Then began the first of the expansion 
movements planned by bis busy brain. 
Brady'a tea atorca grew np like mush- 
rooma in other parte of Albany and in 
adjacent towna. 

Albany was Itcginning to jfrow out of 
the ilapl)oard house and cobblestone 
]MViinint period. .\s soon as the Kraiiite 
house and granite block pavement had 
passed the stage of experiment Brady set 
about getting control of the granite out- 
put. 

He branched out as a contractor. There 
is greater profit in ]>aving Streets and 
Imililing wwirs when you know how to 
haiKlle iii' ii and have nerved an appren- 
liiesliii> in .i b:trr()otii and barber sho]), 
where their limitations and inclinations 
are noted by a ahrewd obaerver. 

The stone age had poaalbUities, and 
Brady made the moat of them. The gas 
age succeeded. Hrady saw as quickly as 
anjbody tliat this was coming. The 
lighting companies of Troy and .AUiany 
were poorly nianageil, he thought. He 
would improve them by consolidation, 
elimination of useleaa factora^ the aboli- 
tion of competition and the iotrodnction 
of cheaper manufacture. 

He learned the Tessle de Mote system 
of water gas production. This was cheaper 
than the old niethiKl. He looked about 
for men who would be useful in his en- 
terprise. Flower, afterward Governor; 
Murphy, afterward Senator, and Bene- 
diet, afterward friend of President Cleve- 
land, aeemed the ii|^t aort. The deals 
went through, and Flower and Benedict 
realized that Brady was a clever estimator 
of properties. 

The contrijct of the .Mbany (las !.,ight 
Company was Draily's first great coup. 
Thenceforward history repeated itdelf. 

The Chicago Gas Company was bank- 
rupt; Chicago had immenac poaaibilities; 
Hrady bustled thither. He became an 
active trustee of gas stock, secured quiet- 
ly through the Fidelity Trust Company 
of I*hiladeli)liia, the issuer. Hrady brought 
into Chicago Cas President Olcott, of the 
Central Trust Company; ex-Cov. Mower, 
C. K. G. Billings, Walton Feiguaon, W. 
J. Campbell and a few otbera. In a little 
while theae gentlemen united in one 
corporation all the gaa interests of 
Chicago. 

The gas age was succeetled by the 
i leiiii. llr.idv mastered electricity 

a.s he hail gas. Albany again was the 
ex))erimental point. Of course, having 
acquired the lighting and paving privi- 
legea of Albany, it would not do to 
neglect tranaporti'tioa.' In hia quiet wav 
Brady seized the V>rae railroads. 

He connected .\lbany and Troy by a 
new trolley line and ran cars .so swiftly 
that the Delaware & Hudson and New 
York Central railroads felt the competi- 
tion. 

Then came the famous "Huckleberry 
road." Brady had pnt down in Albany 
'a patent track with peculiar framework 
connecting the jointa. In 1891 he got the 
contract in his noiseless wav for put 
ting down the same track in Harlem 
and Westchester county. .-Vfter the 
track was laid the Brady concern could 
not colle?t iwymeut. Hence the road 
(fifty-aix miles) franchiae, right of way, 
terminala, etc, were taken in compensa- 
tion and turned into the Union Railway 
Company. Perhaps this is what Brady 
had schemed for. It niarke<l Brady's 
entrance into the metropolis. 

The metropolis was a fallow field 
awaiting Brady. conceived the idea 
of the Columbna avenue and Lexington 
avenue cable ayatems, and become one 
of the ofganiiera of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway concern, capitalized at 
|aO,000,000. It was on this contract that 
Brady gave hia check for j;i,(HH),(K)<i to 
the city as security for carrying out the 
work. 

Next followed the Providence ( R, I. ) 
coup. The Providence street railways 



were in the market. Brady and Olcott 
heard of the aituation Friday afternoon. 
Friday night Brady left town In his 
quiet way. On Saturday a reticent, 
sharp-eyed mfcn, who seemed to know 
everything about traction work, went 
over the I'rovidence rails, terminals, etc. 
Monilay morning Brady adviaed hia aaao- 
ciatea to go ahead. 

By noon the street railway had paaaed 
into the oootrol of the Brady qnulicate 
for |13,O06,OOO. Tblahaabeenoneof the 
most profitable investments that the 
street railway kings had ever made. 

In IMM Itrady strolled to Brooklyn. He 
took the air nnil the control of the 
street railways. Ix>ng Island Traction 
had made a mess of the matter, and the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company was 
formed. The 260 miles of road were 
capitalized at $20,000,000 or so, and ma- 
nipulation began. Some people have 
made fortunes out of thi.s stock — not the 
original investors. I-x-Cov. I'lower 
tignred in the gossip of the "street" as 
the power behind the traction company, 
but Brady was no spectator. 

The latest and greatest deal waa the 
merging of the big Walker Electric 
Company with the Westinghouae Com- 
pany, which equippeil the Brooklyn 
bridge and which eventually will etpiip 
the Manhattan "I.. ' l lower, Heliiioiit 
and Brady "financeil" this 000,(1110 
deal. 

In politics, too, Brady has been a 
power. When Croker came back from 
Wantage the last time, and there was 
talk of hia taking the Mayoralty nomi- 
nation, inateadof deputizing the clerical 
cares to a subordinate, those who know- 
said: 'Wail." The "Big I'our" had not 
lieen consulted. Murphy, of Troy; Shee- 
lian, of Buffalo and .New York, and 
Brady, of Troy, Albany and elsewhere, 
were meant by the "Big Four." 

Early in life Brady married Marda A. 
Myers, daughter of a Vermont Probate 
Judge. He made his home .for many 
years in tlie tliree-slory brick dwelling 
on Willett sfeet, Albany. His wife and 
chililreii Hr.idy cares more for than all 
the stocks ill Wall street. There are 
two txiys and the four girls with Mrs. 
Brady. When Brady ia in New York 
Mrs. Brady and some of the children fre- 
quently join the silent multi-millionaire 
and a theater party is formed. His 

tastes are simple -a game of cards or a 
small theater ])arty incisure the extent 
of his recreations, lii religion he is a 
Koman Catholic, while his wife is a 
member of the Episcopal church. Their 
eldest aon, Nicholaa, entered the class 
of '69 at Yale. Their oldest daughter is 
Mra. Jamea C. Farrell , son of the old 
proprietor of the Albany Times-l'nion.
